JOHN HENRY'S ATTEMPT TO 


DISRUPT THE UNION. 


By A. W. MACY. 


The Embargo Act, which was 


enacted shortly before the 
out- 


break of the war of 1812, 
was 


very unpopular in New England, 
as it interfered greatly with the 
commerce of that section. 
Sir 


James Craig, governor of 
Can- 


ada, 
employed one John Henry, 


an Irishman by birth but a 
nat- 


uralized American citizen, to go 
to Boston and ascertain whether 
the discontent was sufficient to 
make it probable that New 
Eng- 


land would care to 
sever 
its 


connection with the Union and 
line up with Canada. 
Henry re- 


mained in Boston three months, 
but as no pay for his expenses 
and services was 
forthcoming, 


he went to Washington and of- 
fered his documents for sale to 
the 
government 
authorities. 


The President allowed him $50,- 
000 out of 
the 
secret 
service 


fund, and sent him to France in 
the employ of the government. 
When the documents were laid 
before congress they made 
a 


great sensation. 
England claim- 


ed however that Craig had acted 
entirely on his own responsibil- 
ity, 
and the 
excitement 
soon 


died away.

Walters of uie state bureau of public 
accounting holds that Chief of Police 
Paul_B.

?7S.Oo for fees in .state cases. Accord- 
ing to the examiner, the chief 01 police 
can not legally draw fees in state cases 
in, cities -where -there is no police court 
presided over by a regularly appointed 
•or elected police judge.

the custom heretofore -in. cities of the 
size, of Coshor.ton.- for the police chief 
to draw these fees.in 
state 
cases. 


Johnson resigned last spring, but ac- 
cording to the report he must refund 
S7S.05 to the county. The coroner was 
also called d'own, for - "extensive ' writ- 
ing" "in.

ington-'and 141 positions in the year 
1910, muting an elimination of 542 
statutory positions since March 4. 1909.

normal resignations and deaths have 
been equal to the elimination ot the 
places, a system of transfers having 
taken care of the persons whose posi- 
tions were dropped out. 
In the field 


service of the department, too. 1.259 
positions have been eliminated down to 
the present time, Bonking a total net 
reduction of all treasury positions to 
the number of 1.801. 
Meantime the 


eimclency of the work of the depart- 
m'ent has increased. 


Monetary fUform. 


'A1 .matter of 6rst importance tb.it 
Will tome before congress for action ac 
tlli* ««i«Ion is monetary reform. Tha 


congress Uui itself arranged an eariy 
introduction of this great questtoa 
through the report of "its monetary 
commission. This commission wasap 
pointed to recommend a solution of tlie 
banking and currency problems so long 
confronting the notion and to furnish 
the facts and data necessary fo-enable 
the congress to take actioh. 


in order to do its work with thor- 


oughness and precision this commis- 
sion has taken some time to make its 
report. 
The country is undoubtedly 


hoping for as prompt action on the re- 
port as the convenience of the congress 
can permit. 
The recognition of the 


gross Imperfections and marked inad- 
equacy of our 'banking and currency 
system even in our most quiet financial 
periods is of long standing, and later 
there has matured a recognition of 
(be fact that out- System is responsible 
tor the extraordinary 
devastation, 


waste and business paralysis of our 
-ecurring periods of panic. Though 
ie members of the. monetary commis- 


sion have for a considerable time been 
working in the open and while large 
numbers of the people have been open- 
ly working with' them aftd while the 
press has largely noted and discussed 
Lhis work as it has proceeded so that 
the report of the commission promises 
to represent a national movement, the 
details of the report are still being 
considered. 
1 can not therefore do 


much more at this time than commend 
the immense importance of monetary 
reform, urge prompt consideration and 
action when the commission's report is 
received and express my Satisfaction 
that the plan to be proposed promises 
to embrace main features that, having 
met the approval of a great prepon- 
derance ot the practical and profes- 
sional opinion of the country, are like- 
ly to meet equal approval In congress. 
" It is exceedingly fortunate that tlie 
wise and undisputed policy of main- 
taining unchanged the main features 
of our banking system rendered it at 
once impossible to introduce a central 
gjank. for a central bank would cer- 
tainly have been resisted, and a plan 
into which it could have been intro- 
duced would probably have been de- 
feated. 
But as a central bank could 


not be a part of the only plan discuss- 
ed or considered that 
troublesome 


question is eliminated. And, ingenious 
and novel as the proposed national re- 
serve association appears, it simply is 
a logical outgrowth of what is best in 
our present system and is. in fact, the 
fulfillment of that system." 


Exactly how the management of that 


association should lie organized is a 
question still open. It seems to be de- 
sirable that the banks which would 
own the association should in the main 
manage it. It will be an agency of the 
banks to act for them, and they can 
be trusted better than anybody else 
chiefly to conduct it. It is mainly 
bankers' work. 
But there must be j 


some form of government supervision 
and ultimate control, and I favor a 
reasonable representation of the gov- 
ernment in the management. 1 enter- 
tain no fear of the introduction of 
politics or of any undesirable influ- 
ences from a properly measured gov- 
ernment representation 


1 trust that all banks, of the country 


possessing the requisite standards will 
be placed upon a footing of perfect 
equality of opportunity. Both the na- 
tional system and the state system 
should be fairly recognized, leaving 
them eventually to coalesce if that 
shall prove to be their tendency 
But 


such evolution cannot develop impar- 
tially if the banks of one system are 
given or permitted any advantages of 
opportunity ovei; those of the other 
system. And 1 trust also that the new 
legislation 
will carefully-and com- 


pletely protect arid assure the individ- 
uality and the independence of. each 
bank to the end thfit any tendency 
there may ever be toward a consolida- 
tion ot the money or banking power 'of 
the nation shall be defeated 


It-will always be possible, of course, 


to correct any features of the new 
law which may in practice prove to be 
unwise, so that, while this law is sure 
to be enacted under conditions of un- 
usual knowledge and authority, it also 
will include, it is well to remember, 
the possibility of future amendment. 


With the present prospects of this 


long awaited reform encouraging ua, 
it-would be singularly unfortunate if 
this monetary question should by any 
chance become a party issue. And I 
sincerely hope it will not. 
The ex- 


ceeding amount of consideration it 
has received from the people of the 
nation has been wholly nonpartisan, 
and the congress set its nonpartisan 
seal upon it when the monetary com- 
mission was appointed. In commend-1 
ing the question to the favorable con- ] 
sideration of congress I speak for and 
in the spirit of the great number of 


j my fellow citizens who without any 


thought of party or partisanship feel 
•with remarkable earnestness that this 
reform is accessary to the interests 
•>f all the people. 


Ths War Department. 


There is now before congress a bill 


the purpose of which, is to increase 
the efficiency and decrease the ex- 
pense of the army. It contains four 
principal features—first, a consolida- 
tion of the general staff with the ad- 
jutant general's and the inspector gen- 
eral'? departments; second, a consoli- 
dation of the quartermaster's depart- 
ment with the subsistence and the 
pay departments: third, the creation 
of an army service corps, and. fourth, 
an extension of the enlistment period 
from three to five years. 


With rue establishment of an army 


sorvirt1 corps, as proposed in the bill. 
J nm thoroughly in accord and am con- 
vinced thnt the establishment of sucl. 
a corps will result in a material econ- 
omy sind a very gre:U increase of elli- 
ciency in the army. It has repeatedly 
been recommended by me and my 
predecessors 
J also believe thnt a con- 


solidation of the staff corps can be 


•aaae witn resulting increase Iu em- 
t'ieucy and economy, but not along th« 
lines provided in the bill under con- 
sideration. 


I am opposed to any plan the result 


ol which would be to break up or in- 
terfere with the essential' principles of 
the detail system in the staff corps es- 
tablished by the act of Feb. 2. 1901. 
and 1 nm opposed to any plan the re- 
sult of which would oe to give to the 
officer selected as chief of statf or to 
any other member of the general staff 
corps greater permanency of 
office 


than he now has. 


In making the consolidations no re- 


duction should be made in the total 
number of officers of the army, of 
Whom there are now too few to per- 
lorm the duties imposed by law. 1 
save in the past recommended an in- 
srease in the number of officers by 600 
iu order ro provide sufficient officers 
to perform all classes of statf duty and 
to reduce the number of line officers 
detached from their commands. Con- j 
gress at the last session increased the 
total number of officers by 200. but this 
is not, enough, promotion in the line 
of the army is too slow. 
Officers do 


not attain command rank at an age 
early enough properly to exercise it. 


Another feature of the bill which I 


believe to be a mistake is the proposed 
increase in the term of enlistment from 
three to five years. I believe it would 
be better to enlist men for six years, 
release them at the end of three years 
from active service and put them in "re- 
serve for the remaining three years. 
Re-enlistments should be largely con- 
fined to the noncommissioned officers 
and other enlisted men in the skilled 
grades. 


The army of the United States is in 


good condition. It showed itself able 
to meet an emergency in the success- 
ful mobilization of an army division ot 
from 15,000 to 20.000 men, which took 
place along the border of Mexico dur- 
ing the recent disturbances in that 
country. The marvelous freedom from 
the ordinary camp diseases of typhoid 
fever and measles is referred to in 
the report of the secretary of war and 
shows such an effectiveness in the 
sanitary regulations and treatment of 
the medical corps and in the discipline 
of the army itself as to invoke the 
highest commendation. 


I beg to renew my recommendation 


of last year that the congress appro- 
priate for a memorial amphitheater at 
Arlington. Va.. the funds required to 
construct it upon the plans already ap- 
proved. 


The Panama Canal. 


The very satisfactory progress made 


on the Panama canal last year has 
continued, and there is every reason 
to believe that the canal will be com- 
pleted as early as the 1st of July 1913. 
unless something unforeseen occurs 
This is about eighteen months before 
the time promised by the engineers. 


We are now near enough the com- 


pletion of the canal to make jit im- 
peratively- necessary that legislation 
should be enacted to fix the method by 
which the canal shall be maintained 
and controlled and the zone governed 
The fact is that today there is no 
statutory "law by authority of which 
the president is maintaining the gov- 
ernment of the zone 
Such authority 


was given in an amendment by the 
Spooner act, which expired by the 
terms of its own limitation some years 
a"o. * * * ' 
°l fully concur with the secretary of 
war that the problem is simply the 
management of a great public- work 
and not the government, of a local re- 
public; that every provision must be 
directed toward the successful main- 
tenance of the canal as a0 avenue of 
commerce and that, all provisions for 
the government of those who live 
within the zone should be subordinate 
to the main purpose. 


The zone is torly miles long and ten 


miles wide. Now it has a population 
of 50,000 or 60.000, but as soon as the 
work of construction is completed the 
towns which make up this population 
will be deserted and only comparative- 
ly few natives will continue their resi- 
dence there. 
The control of them 


ought to approximate a military gov- 
ernment 
One jurtgo and two justifies 


of the peace will be sufficient to attend 
to all the judicial and litigated busi- 
ness there is. 


Furnichmg Supplies and Repairs. 


In my last annual message I discuss- 


ed at length the reasons for the gov- 
ernment's assuming the task of fur- 
nishing to all ships that use the canal, 
whether our own naval vessels or oth- 
ers the supplies of coal and oil and 
olber necessities with which they must 
be replenished either before or after 
passing through the canal, together 
with the dock facilities and repairs of 
rvory character. 
This it is thought 


nise to do through the government, be- 
cause the government must establish 
foi itself for its own naval vessels 
large depots and dry docks and ware- 
houses, and these may easily be en- 
larged so as to secure to the world 
public using the canal reasonable 
prices and a certainty that there will 
be no discrimination between those 
who wish to avail themselves of such 
facilities. 


Tolls. 


I renew my recommendation with 


respect to the tolls of the canal that 
within limits which shall seem wise 
to congress the power of fixing tolls 
be given to the president. In order to 
arrive at a proper conclusion there 
must be some experimenting, and this 
cannot be done if congress does not 
delegate the power to one who can 
act expeditiously. 


1 am very confident thnt the United 


States has the power to relieve from 
the payment of tolls any part of our 
shipping that congress d"ems wise. 
\Ve own the canal. It was our money 
th.it built it 
We have the rlcrht to 


charge tolls for its use 
Those tolls 


must be the same to every one. but 
when we are dealing with our own 


the pructic* of many govern 


Dients of subsidizing their' own mer- 
chant vessels is s'o well established iz 
general that a subsidy equal to the 
tolls, an equivalent remission of tolls. , 
cannot be held to 'be a discrimination 
in the use of the canal.- The practice 
la the Suea canal makes this clear, 
The experiment in tolls to -be made by 
the president would doubtless disclose 
how great, a buiden of tolls the coast- 
wise trade between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific coast could bear without 
preventing its usefulness in competi- 
tion with the transcontinental rail- 
roads. One of the chief reasons for 
building the canal was to set up this 
competition and to bring the two 
shores closer together as a practical 
trade problem. . 


The Philippine' Islands. 


In respect -to the Philippines, 1 


urgently join in " the recommendation j 
of the secretary of war th'at the, act : 
of Feb. 6, 1905, limiting' the indebted- 
ness that may b'e incurred by the 
Philippine government for the con- 
struction of public "works, be increased 
from $5,000.000 to $15.000,000. 
The 


finances of that government are in ex- 
cellent condition. The maximum sum 
mentioned is quite low, as compared 
with the amount ,6f indebtedness of 
other governments with similar re- 
Bources, and the success which has at- 
tended the expenditure of the §5,000,- 
000 in the useful- Improvements of the 
harbors and other places in the islands 
justifies and requires additional ex- 
penditures for like purposes. 


1 also join in the recommendation 


that the legislature of the Philippine 
Islands be authorized to provide for 
the naturalization of Filipinos and oth- 
ers who by the -present law are treated 
as aliens, so as to enable them to be- 
come citizens of the Philippine Islands. 


Pending an investigation by congress 


at its last session through one of its 
committees into the disposition of the 
friars' lands Secretary Dickinson di- 
rected that the friars' lands should 
not be sold in excess of the limits fix- 
ed for the public lands until congress 
should pass upon the subject or should 
have concluded its investigation. This 
order has been an.- obstruction to the 
disposition of the lands, and I expect 
to direct the secretary of war to re- 
turn to the practice 'under the opinion 
of the attorney general .which .will en- 
able us to dispose of the lands-much 
more promptly and to. prepare a sink- 
ing fund with which- to meet the $7.- 
000,000 of bonds issued for the pur- 
chase of the lands. 


recommend iin amendment to th» I*1* 
whereby the president shall be given i 
l>ower to remove the clerks for cause, j 
This provision need not interfere with 
the right of the judge to appoint his , 
clerks or to remove him. 
| 


In my last message I recommended 


to congress that it authorize the pay- 
ment of the findings or judgments of 
the court of claims in the matter of 
the French spoliation cases. 
There- 


has been no appropriation to" pay these 
judgments since 1905. 


Employers' Liability. 


The limitation of the liability of the 


master to his servant for personal in- 
juries to such as are occasioned by 
his fault has been abandoned in most 
civilized countries and provision made 
whereby the employee injured in the 
course of his employment is compen- 
sated for his loss of working ability 
irrespective of negligence. The prin- 
ciple upon which such provision pro- 
ceeds Is that accidental injuries to 
workmen in modern industry, with its 
vast complexity < and inherent dangers 
arising from complicated machinery 
and the use of the great forces of 
steam and electricity, should be re- 
garded as risks of the industry and 
the loss borne in some equitable pro- 
portion by those who for their own 
profit engage therein. 
In recognition 


of this the last congress authorized 
the appointment of a commission to 
investigate the subject of employers 
liability and workmen's compensation 
and to report the result of its in 
vestigations through the president to 
congress. 
This commission was np 


pointed and has been at work holdins 
hearings, gathering data and consider 
ing the subject and it is exnected wil 
be able to report by the first of thi 
year in accordance with the provision; 
of the law. 


In promotion of the movement fo 


j the prevention of delay and unneces 


sary cost in litigation I am glad tc 
say that the supreme court has taken 
steps to reform the present equitj 
rules of the federal courts and tha 
we may in the near future expect a re 
vision of them which will be a Ion 
step in the right1 direction. 


Postoffice. 


At the beginning of the present ad 


ministration in 1009 the postal service 
•was in arrears to the extent of $17,-[ 
479,770.47. 
It was very much the 


largest deficit on record. 
In the brief 


space of two years this has been turn- 
ed into a surplus of $220,000. which 
,bas been accomplished without cur- 
' (oiimonf- .of thp nostal facilities, as 


eral parcel post has awakened 'grout 
opposition on the part 'of some who 
think that It will have the effect to 
destroy the business of the country ' 
storekeeper. 
Instead of doing this, I 


think the change will greatly increase 
business for the benefit of all.

The Navy Department. 


Ou the U<: of .November last I re- 


viewed the fighting fleet of battleships 
and other vessels assembled in New 
fork haroor. consisting of twenty-four 
wttlesbips. two armored cruisers, two 
cruisers, twenty-two destroyers, twelve 
:orpedo boats, eight submarines and 
other attendant vessels, making niue-

Riversjmd Harbors. 


The estimates for the rjver and har- 


bor improvements reach '$32,000.000 f or 
the coming year. 1 wish to urge that 
whenever a project has 'been adopted 
by congress as one to' qe'~complered the 
more money which^can be'eco'nomical- 
ly expended in its construction in each 
year the greater thei ultimate economy. 
This has especial dnpli<Sation to the im- 
' 
' 


its large branches'. It seems to me that 
an increase in the -amount of money 
now being annually expended in the 
improvement of the-Ohio river which 
has been formally adopted by congress 
would be in the interest of the public. 
A similar change ought to be made 
during the present congress in the 
amount to be appropriated for the Mis- 
souri river. The engineers say that the 
cost of the improvement.of the Mis- 
souri river from Kansas City to St. 
Louis in order to secure six feet as a 
permanent channel will reach $20.000.- 
000. 
There have been- at least three 


recommendations from the chief of en- 
gineers that if the improvement be 
adopted $2.000.000 should be expended 
upon it annu-xlly. 
1 urgently recom- 


mend that the appropriation for this 
improvement be increased from $000.- 
000, as recommended now in the com- 
pletion of a contract, to $2,000.000 an- 
nually so that the work may be done 
in t»>n years. 
Waterway From the Lakes to the Gulf. 


The project for a navigable water- 


way from Lake Michigan to the mouth 
of the Illinois river nud thence via the 
Mississippi to the gulf of Mexico is 
one of .national importance. In view 
of the work already accomplished by 
the sanitary district of Chicago, an 
agency of the'slate of Illinois, which 
has constructed the most difficult and 
costly stretch of this waterway and 
made it an asset ot the nation, nnd in 
view of the fact that the people of Illi- 
nois have -luthorized the expenditure 
of $20.000.000 (o carry this waterway 
sixty-two miles farther to Utlca. I feel 
that it is titling that this work should 
be supplemented by jhe government 
and that thf> expenditures recommend- 
ed by the special board of engineer's 
on the waterway from TJtica to the 
mouth of the Illinois river be made 
upon lines which, while providing a 
waterway for the nation, should other- 
wise benefit mat state.to the fullest 
extent. I recommend'that the term of 
service of said special board bf en- 
gineers be continued and ihut it be 
empowered to leopen the question o£ 
the treatment of the lower Illinois riv- 
er. 


The Department of J.ustice. 


The report of the attorney general 


shows that he has subjected to close 
examination the accounts of the clerks 
of the federal courts, that he 1ms found 
a good nany which disclose irregular!- j 
ties or 'Jishonesty. but thuL he has 
had considerable difficulty in securing 
an olTeetive prosecution or removal of 
the clerks thus derelict.

tailment of the postal facilities, as 
may be seen by the fact that there 
have been established 3.744 new post- 
offices, delivery by carrier has been 
added to the service in 180 cities. 2,510 
new rural routes have been establish- 
ed, covering 00.000 miles: the force of 
postal employees has been increased 
in these two years by more than 8,000. 
and their average annual salary has 
had a substantial increase. 


On Jan. 3. 1011, postal 'saving's de- 


positories we'-e established experimen- 
tally in forty-eight states and territo- 
ries. 
After three months' successful 


operation the system was extended as 
i-apidly as feasible to the 7.000 postof- 
fices of the first, second and third class- 
es constituting the presidential grade 
By tup end of the year practically all 
of these will have been designated, and 
then the system will be extended to all 
fourth class postoffices doing a money 
order business. 


In selecting postoffices for deposi- 


tories consideration was given to the 
efficiency of the postmasters, and only 
those offices where ihe ratings were 
satisfactory to the department have 
been designated. Withholding desig- 
nation from postmasters with unsatis- 
factory ratings has had a salutary ef- 
fef t ou the service. 


The deposits have kept pace with 


the extension of the system. Amount- 
ing -to only $GO.Gr,2 at the end of the 
first month's operation in the experi- 
mental oBices. they increased to $079.- 
310 by July and now after eleven 
months of operation have reached a to- 
lal of $11.000.000 
This sum is dis- 


tributed among 2,710 banUs and pro- 
tected under the Inw by bonds depos- 
ited with the treasurer of the United 
States 


The depositors thus far number ap-

The first conversion of deposits into 


United States bonds bearing interest 
at the rate of 2M; per cent occurred on 
July 1, 1011. the amount of deposits

30. Of this issue bonds to the value 
of $0.120 were in toupou form and

Steps should be taken immediately 


for the establishment of a rural paicel 
pobt. 
In the ^timotes of appropria- 


tions needed tor the maintenance of 
the postal service for the ensuing fis- 
cal year an item of $150,000 has been 
inserted to cover the preliminary ex- 
pense of establishing a parcel post on

and marshals, should be by law cov- 
ered into ihe classified service, the ne- 
cessity for confirmation by the senate 
be removed and the president and the 
others whose time is now taken up in 
distributing this patronage under the 
custom that has prevailed since the be- 
ginning of the government, in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the 
senators and congressmen of the ma- 
jority party, should be relieved from 
this burden.
